Mrs. Barnes Refused 

to See Ferguson. 

Ferguson's statement was written Thurs- 
day morning following the refusal of Mrs. 
Barnes, the night previous, to grant him an 
interview. It was made in the presence of 
Sheriff Widmayer, Justice of the Peace 
Coons and a number of deputy sheriffs. 

The negro prisoner who is jointly In- 
dicted with Mrs. Barnes on the charge of 
murdering her husband confirmed the 
Statement to the Post-Dispatch Saturday 
morning and said that it was made freely 
and voluntarily by himself. Apparently 
Btung with Mrs. Barnes’ curt refusal to sea 
him, he now denies that he ever felt any 
admiration for the woman, who he de- 
clares has tried to place an unwarranted 
Tesponsibility on him. 

Ingratitude is the word he used today to 
exwress her attitude toward him. 

Two years ago, when he was a prisoner in 
the Quincy Jail on a charge of forgery, he 
save tn his statement, he first met Mrs. 
Barnes, who came there in the capacity 
of a professional! nurse to minister to a sick 
prisoner. 

e was sentenced to serve an indetermi- 
nate sentence of two vears on conviction 
of the crime with which he was charged, 
He was taken to Chester penitentiary in 
February.

Alongside of a high divisional fence is a 
rabit hatch, with many rabbits. When a 
monk is very ill and must have sustaining 
food or diet, then broth or meat of the

An interesting place for the visitors is 
the library, where there are hundreds of

They are beautifully colored, "with intri- 
cate. and artistic initials, drawings of 
saints and scenes and designs clever in 
idea*and exetution. Hours could be spent 
in this big room, where one feels that sure- 
ly he is living in a long-buried age. 

There is the kitchen, presided over by 
lay brothers, the shoeshop, where monks 
make a stout leather shoe with wooden 
all on one last so that the small 
monk from France with his neat foot 
shuffles about clatteringly in a shoe that 
just fits the foot of the biggest monk from 
Ireland. : : 

The visitors may walk in the little ceme- 
tery where an open grave dyg perhaps by 
the monk that will Hie in it, waits sugges- 
tively. for another death in the grim old 
building. .

CHICAGO, May 2%.—Judge Neely, sitting

The 
decision was rendered in the case of a 
number of holders of common shares of

Frothingham had a search made and found 
that there was one — the deeds of which 
had not been recorded, and he immediately 


|' purchased it and then ordered Mr. Rogers

GOVERNOR ASKED TO PARDON 


IT IS FEARED THAT HIS SECRET 
MAY BE LOST WITH HIS MIND. 


Five Years Ago Dawson Killed Young 
Man Who Married His Daugh- 


ter Against His Com- 
5 mands. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., May 2.—Gov. Leslie 
M. Shaw is being urged to pardon 8. R. 
Dawson, murderer of Walter Scott, in or- 
der that the process of making Damascus 
steel, a dead art that many other men have 
endeavored in vain to perfect; may not be 
lost to the world. Extreme persuasion is 
being brought upon the governor by the 
Damascus Steel Co., formed five years ago 
when Dawson had perfected his discovery 
and the steel blades of the ancients were 
about to be manufactured again. 

Then came the tragedy when Dawson 
murdered in cold blood the man who Sse- 
cretly married the inventor's daughter, and 
Dawson was sent to the state penitentiary 
while his invention was locked up from the 
world in a safety deposit vault in this city. 
Since then the courts have been appealed 
to over and over again to open the vault 
and give the discovery to the company, but 
every time this has been refused, and now 
the company is seeking by litical and 
other suasion to farce Gov. Shaw to par- 


don Dawson that his invention may be res- 
cued before it is too late. 

To prevent this, A. W. Scott, father of 
the murdered man, is working against the 
pardon, and Des Moines is divided into two 
camps, those signing the petition for pardon 
and those signing the remonstrance.

Dawson's carer is of much. interest. His 
great hobby throughout his life has been 
mineralogy, and in numerous trips to the 
southwest he obtained useful experience as 
an assayer of ores. Having read of the lost 
art of hardening copper and tempering steel 
in the casting, thus saving a second forging, 
he applied himself to the task of discovery 
of the process. After years of constant 
study and research he attained the desired 
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end. He discovered the process of making 
Damascus steel and acompany was organ- 
ized to resurrect the lost art. 

Just then it was, in 1896, that the tragedy 
which sent Dawson to the penitentiary 
and shut his secret from. the world 
was enacted. Dawson's talented and ac- 
complished daughter, Clara, became enam- 
ored of young Walter Scott, a man of no 
means, but of many personal qualifica- 
tions, which endeared him to all who knew 
him. The pair leved each other devotedly, 
but Dawson was sbdurate and would have 
nothing to do with Scott. 

In order to save his daughter from mar- 
rying Scott, her father advanced the claim 
that she was_insareHnd had her sent to 
the state asylum at Mount Pleasant, Llear- 
ing her away from her lover. 

Scott did not relinquish hopes of winning 
the girl when she was thus torn from him, 
but followed her to Mount Pleasant and 
instituted habeas corpus proceedings in 
court. Clara Dawson was released. but be- 
fore Scott could reach her the girl’s father 
rushed her to Chicago and locked her in a 
convent at Twenty-ninth and Wabash ave- 
nue. Scott continued his search and found 
Clara there, by accident. He was walking 
past the convent when the imprisoned girl 
espied him, and, calling to her lover, a 
conversation was held, with the iron bars 
intervening between the lovers. Scott ex- 
plained the case to the mother superior, 
and she refused to keep the girl any longer 
and promised to telegraph whep she would 
be released. 

When Scott returned to the convent, how- 
ever, Clara Dawson was gone, her father 
having been informed again and hurried the 
girl on to Canton. O. Scott traced the girl 
from Canton to Keokuk and Ottumwa, Jo., 
and was about to meet her again, when an- 
other turn in the romance brought him 
into arrest. ‘ 

After cteing confined in an asylum for the 
second time Clara Dawson was finally re 
leased and Scott wus acquitted of his 
charge. Miss Dawson returned to her 
father’s home in Des Moines and here 
later also returned Scott. The lovers again 
planned to become united. 

At last on the fatal day, Dec. 24, 1896, on 
Christmas eve, under the pretense of going 
to the grocery store for some forgotten 
supplies for the Christmas dinner, she 
met Scott, they secured a marriage license 
and were married by a justice of the peace. 
Scott drove his pretty bride to his mother's 
home, where he left her and immediately 
went to the police station, where he asked 
that an officer might accompany him to 
the Dawson home, in order to get the 
bride's clothes. 

Officer Duvall went with Scott and they 
reached the Dawson home just at dusk. 
The officer knocked on the door, which 
was opened by the aged inventor in per- 
son. They informed Dawson what they 
had come for and Dawson told them they 
could not have the clothes, whereupon the 
officer and Scott started to return to the 
police station. As they were walking down 
the hall Dawson followed with his hand be 
hind him. Before any move could be made 
to stop Dawson, he raised his revolver 
and fired. 

Scott fell on the floor, having received a 
deadly wound through the center of the 
abdomen. While the officer was telephon- 
ing for a doctor Dawson leaned over the 
prostrate man, shot him twice in the head 
and Scott expired at once. Dawson then 
fired at the officer and the expressman 
who had accompanted them to the house. 
Assistance was secured and Dawson was 
apprehended, seated on a bed in his room, 
holding !n one hand a revolver and in the 
other a long Damascus ateel dirk of his 
own manufacture. 

Dawson was indicted, tried, convicted and 
sentenced to 10 years in the penitentiary 
at Fort Madison. Half of his term is 
now served. With five years more impris- 
onment still before him the amascus 
Steel Co. fears that his mind will be shat- 
tered or he will die and the Damascus 
steel process again be lost to the world; 
hence the proceare brought upon Gov. 
Shaw to pardon the murderer. But Walter

NOW ON THE WAY TO CANADA 


CHICAGO, May 25.—After seizing his two 
children in Oshkosh and fleeing from Wis- 


consin by carriage and train Arthur Bar- 
ing-Gould, member of the noted English 
family bearing his name, slipped through 
Chicago yesterday with the two sons he 
had taken by stealth from their mother. 

That the man is now en route to Canada 
is the conclusion reached by a half dozen 
detectives, who searched every depot and 
downtown hotel. 

At the heels of the fleeing man and his 
two charges came W. W. Waterhouse, 
brother-in-law of the former Mrs. Baring- 
Gould. He directed the search in Chicagu, 
but late last night it was reported that 
he had given up the chase and returned to 
his home in the Wisconsin city. 

The alleged kidnaping took place at Osh- 
kosh on Monday afternoon. For years the 
husband and wife had been separated, and 
the former, having gained distinction as a 
mining engineer, was supposed to be in 
British Columbia. 

Prior to her marriage Mrs. Baring-Gould 
was Miss Mayme Bigger of Oshkosh. Fol- 
lowing the domestic trouble she returned to 
her old home. The two children, Ted, a 
boy of 12 years, and Allen, two years his 
brother’s junior, were allowed freedom in 
their play and went to school unattended. 
On Monday afternoon Baring-Gould met 
the two boys on the streets. He had ar- 
rived on an early morning train and, with- 
out attracting attention. accosted the chil- 
dren on their way to school. By promises 
and gifts of candy he. induced them to en- 
ter his carriage. The driver was at once 
told to whip up his horse and father and 
children were hurried to the Northwestern 
depot. 

Within a few moments the party was on 
board a train bound for Chicago. While en 
route, Baring-Gould sent a telegram to his 
former wife. He had taken the children for 
a “brief trip,”’ he said, and lack of time 
had prevented an opportunity to inform her 
of hfs intentions. | 

Inquiry at the ticket office resulted in 
finding that two half-rate tickets for the 
boys had been sold during the afternoon, 
the destination being a point in Canada. 
Both boys, however, were in charge of a 
woman, according to the statements of the 
ticket agent. 

Alhtough the description of the chtidren 
as given by the train officials answered 
that of the bovs, it was held that it might 
be impossible to detain them at the Canadi- 
an city, as the two boys apparently accom- 
panied their father willingly. As a resuit 
of this fact 't was held that the charge 
of kidnaping might be questioned. 


KENTUCKY OIL FIELO

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BETTER THAN TEXAS OIL 


LOUISIVLLE, Ky., May 2.—Kentucky 
will soon experience some excitement over 
oil findings that will place it on the same 
plane with Texas. A company has been or- 
ganized here to develop the oil fields of 
Wayne County. An oil expert who was 
present at this meeting said that the quality 
of oil found there was much better than 
that discovered in Texas, and equal to the 
best oil found in Pennsylvania. 

The company was organized under the 
name of the Sun Oil and Gas Co. The new 
company will begin business immediately, 
and will develop the lands it controls. 


Oil was struck in Wayne County some 
time ago and caused considerable excite- 


ment throughout the country. -During the 
early part of April the Somerset Oil Co. 
drilled a well at Carpenter's Fork, on Ot- 
ter creek, and sand was struck at a depth 
of 78 feet. Oil flowed over the derrick to 
the height of 100 feet before the drillers 
had time to draw their tools, and a steady 
flow has since continued at the rate of 50 
barrels per day. No nitroglycerine was 
used to shoot the well, nor has it been 
drilled entirely through the sand. Experts 
who have visited the well agree that when 
it is drilled through the sand it will fur- 
nish 500 barrels per day, at the lowest es- 
timate. The oijl is found in what is known 
as sugar-colored sand, mixed with pebble. 
It is a light green oil of 40 per cen®& grav- 
ity. and is of the same grade and quality 
as Pennsylvania oil. The Pennsylvania 
wells are Known as being long-lived, and 
they continue producing year after year. 
Some have been producing oll day after day 
for the past 35 years, and are still paying 
handsome dividends.

Festus J. Wade and other citizens, who spoke against the 
Union Station park project, based their opposition solely upon 
considerations of private interests. They addressed their 
speeches to the price of the land which they seemed to fear 
would be placed at a figure somewhat less than might be 
realized in a speculative market. They did not think the city 
would have money enough to buy the land at the price the 
owners placed upon it. 

There was not in Mr. Wade's speech or in the speeches of 
any of the opponents of the park project a single argument 
against the park from the public standpoint. They did not 
point out a flaw in the arguments in favor of the park as a 
great public iraprovement, beneficial to the whole community. 
Mr. Wade, at least, admited the strength of this argument 
by generally commending the opening of new parks. He op- 
posed this specific plan for the opening of-a park because it 
was not wholly in harmony with the interests of a few prop- 
erty-owners. 

This is the snirit which has stood in the way of progress 
in St. Louis in the past.

Cash- 
fer Weiss, when the police had failed in 
their efforts to locate the missing money, 
sought a mysterious professor, to invoke 
assistance in prosecuting the hunt for the 
“long green.” 

The man with the long hair was pressed 
into service after the police had located the 
girl, Margaret Ellis, who was suppored to 
be the particular friend of the ex-paying 
teller, Philip Schumacher. 

Mr. Weiss had an interview with Miss 
Ellis, and her explanation of her acquaint- 
ance with the employe of the bank was not 
satisfactory to him.

BERLIN, May 2%.—Almost the entire’ 
private fortunes of Emperor William, the 
Empress and other members of the royal 
family of Germany have been swept away 
in the swindles perpetrated by Commercial 
Councilor Sanden. . 

The operations of Sanden suggest the 520 
per cent a year scheme worked in Amer- 
ica a year ago. He is under arrest, and 
while the Empercr’s legal advisers are 
endeavoring to determine the extent of 
his losses, court circles and cafes r'ng 
with expressions of admiration of the au- 
dacity of the man who Yuped the Em- 
peror by the filmsiest sort/of vhicanery. 

As nearly as can be learned Sanden «ot 
away with something like 8.750.000 be- 
longing to members at the court. His 
Iiabilities, Including clatms of the royal 
family. will easily foot up that amount. 
His visible assets in money do not ex- 
$1,000,000. His houses, yachts and 
stables will probably realize $100,000, so 
that the royal personages who have been 
mulcted of their private fortunes stand 
very little show of getting even as much 
as one per ceit of their losses. 


KAISER LOST $3,750,000. 

The Kaiser is belleved to have lost 
$3.750,000 through the operations of San- 
den. The Empress, whose private fortune 
is small, is said to have been swindled out 
of £625.000—all she had. 

The Emperor. who ts heavily tn debt, has 
already abandoned some of his projects 
for spending money, at which he is an 
adert. His sole private fortune now 
amounts to about $4.000,000 a year. A large 
part of this, however, will be devoted for 
some years to come in replacing the family 
trust funds swept away by the Sanden 
fallure. 

His brother-in-law, the Duke of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, has been tIrretrievably ruined 
and unless he can raise a great deal of 
money, which now seems improbable, the 
duke will be compelled to confess bank- 
ruptcy. In Germany bankruptcy carries 
with it disgrace.

Wednesday Night. 
On Wednesday night Sons of Veterans 


will give a ball complimentary to ali of

erans. The ball will be an e:aborate affair, 
and the Sons of Veterans hope to maxe it 
one of the most briliiant social functions 
in the history of the Sons of Coniedvraie 
Veterans. 

In settling the question of the ball the 
general executive committee has at last 
disposed of one of the most perplexing 
entertainment problems that has present- 
ed itself for solution. The ball will be a 
say affair instead of being free to all vis- 
tors. It has been found impossible to do 
other than this, owing to the fact: that 
while the ballroom in Confederate Hall 
will be the largest one in the South, there 
will be such an immense crowd in attend- 
ance as to preclude any possibility of mak- 
ing the affair a social! auccess. It is feared 
that if the hall is thrown open to a free 
public the result will be an overcrowded 
and unsuccessful function. As now de- 
cided, the ball will be a brilliant one. 

On Thursday afternoon the most impos- 
ing spectacle ever witnessed in the South 
will be the parade of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans, with Forrest's Cavalry on 
horseback. This regiment alone will repre- 
sent over a mile of moving horsefiesh. On 
Thursday night the great veterans’ ball 
will be given to sponsors and maids of 
honor. 

On the first night of the reunion the 
amusement committee will play its great 
card, and wiil present to the visitors a 
magnificent display of fireworks. It will 
be seen upon the river and a special stand 
will be erected for Commander-in-Chief 
John B. Gordon and the staff division com- 
manders and distinguished guests. There 
— be other grand stands for other peo- 
ple. 

These are some of the leading features 
of the program for so far for the enter- 
tainment of the reunion guests. 

The committee on information and the 
committee on hotels and accommodations, 
of which James S. Davant and W. A. Gage 
are chairmen, announce thet they will be 
able to care for 10,000 people. 

While the committee has ample space at 
its disposal for the men it 1s still calling 
on the ladies of Memphis to open their 
doors to the mothers of the Confederacy. 
the daughters of the Confederacy and the 
granddaughters. This must be done in or- 
der that the female part of the Confederate 
comtingent may be comfortably provided 
for. Many ladies have already responded, 
and the cofmmittee does not apprehend the 
least alarm about being in a position to 
take care of the ladies. 

The commissary committee can now feed 
6000 people three times a day, or in all a 
total of 18.000 meals a day. and if it is 
known to the committee that there is a 
veteran here who cannot buy his meais 
they will be served to him. The commissary 
tents will be provided with stoves and 
ranges, there will be an army of waiters 
and a score of cooks back in the kitchen.

Good Demand for Dwellings and Va- 


cant Property—Coming Auctions

The accompanying cut shows the des!

The Ionic order was adopted to show 
both grace and solidity. The 15 columns 
showing on the two street fronts are mono. 
liths and set on their bases clear and free 
from the back walls of the building. The 
fronts from the street levels up to the top 
of coping stones will be granite. The gran- 
ite -is handsomely carved around the main 
entrance which will be in the center of the 
Locust street front. 

There will be a basement 17 feet high in 
the clear under the entire building and in 
this basement will be placed the vauit for 
the safe deposit department. This vault will 
be or armor plate steel seven inches thick 
with doors 16 inches thick, and will contain 
5000 boxes. 

The first story floor is one large spacious 
room covering the entire lot with the ex- 
ception of an ell of about 20x30 feet cut off 
at the north end. This makes the room 
about 80 feet by 100 feet, and the design is 
such that no columns or obstructions. will 
be seen in this room as the gallery floor, 
it might be called the second story, is sus- 
pended from the roof trestles above.

Another Landmark Gone. 


Henry Hiemenz, Jr., closed the sale last 
week of a quarter of a block on Fourth 
street, southeast corner of Poplar street, 
which many of the gray heads of today 
will recall as the location of the Apollo 
Theater.

particularly careful not to overlook the 
graves of those heroes whose headstones 
indicate that their names are unknown, 
aus sueh an interment almost invariably 
indicates that the earthly remains there de- 
nosited belonged to one who fell where the 
battle was thickest and where the time 
of the living did not admit of careful identi- 
fication and interment of the slain. 

Let the services prescribed by the Service 
Kook be conducted in a reverent spirit. 
Let the great debt of gratitude of our coun- 
try to our dead comrades, the brave defend- 
ers of the Union, be made manifest. 

To recount their special deeds of un 
devotion and sacrifice, of distinguished b - 
ery and pages valor would require us to read 
the brightest pages of our country’s 
history, covering four long years of 


internecine struggle of ail 
times, a task impossible in the time 
allotted. To do less, however, than 
to recall at this time that these pa- 
triots were sincerely opposed to such a 
war when it was forced upon them by the 
firing upon Fort Sumpter, that a pure and 
quenchless fire of patriotism cfhused them 
voluntarily to forsake peaceful pursuits and 
forego the comforts and safety of homes, 
and to assume the privations and dangers 
of a so'dier’s life in order to preserve the 
integrity and indivisablility of their country, 
the only hope of future constitutional Ub- 
erty, would require us to be faithless to our 
trust. 

To: permit that war to be called in history 
merely a “‘war between the states” of this 
Union or to lose sight of the fact that it 
was nothing less nor more than a gigantic 
rebellion against the properly constituted 
authorities of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, would belittle their reat sacrifices and 
be an act of grave injustice to many hun- 
dreds of thousands of Union people who al- 
though citizens of southern state, and as 
such exposed to the erroneous teachings of 
southern leaders and to social ostracism 
invariably invoked to aid secession, re- 
mained true to thelr country under inde- 
scribable peril. 

Hence, while truthfully conceding the 
valor of the southern soldiers in that war, , 
and that they fought for what they be- 
lieved to be right, let it be clearly and firm- 
ly enunciated on this occasion that the 
southern armics fought not only for a “‘lost 
cause,” Sut for a wrong cause and for a 
wrong principle, namely the principle of se- 
cession, which could not be correct or right 
because at variance with the inherent or- 
ganic principle of self-preservation belong- 
ing to every government. and which our 
forefathers could not, therefore, be deemed 
to have conceded to the states under the 
terms of the constitution. 

Let it also be clearly made known that

this erroneous principle ef secession was 
invoked by southern leaders for the mais 
purpose of perpetuating human slavery. 
When these ‘ndisputable facts are clearly 
impressed upon future generations, there 
cannot be any reasonable doubt, even ta 
the South, as to the right or justice of our 
cause and the glory due our brave com- 
rades for their sacrifices in preserving this 
Union will never fade or be obscured. They 
will be enshrined in the hearts of all g004 
citizens as the saviors of our government, 
together with the forefathers Who are ree 
vered as the bold founders thereof.

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THE MAN WHO AVENGED ELLSWORTH TELLS HIS STORY 
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During His Lifetime Capt. Frank E. Brownell Would Not Talk of the Zouave Colonel’s 
Death, but Before He Died Wrote the Story Which the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch Prints Today Through the Courtesy of the Captain’s 
Brother, Mr. F. B. Brownell of St. Louis. 


RIDAY. was the fortieth anniversary 
of the ebedding of the first blood on 
hostile soll Guring the civil war. The 

victim was Elmer BH. Elisworth, 
commanding the Hleventh New York Vol- 
unteers, known as the Fire Zouaves. 

Col. Elisworth was killed by James Jack- 
proprietor of the Marshal) House at 
Alexandria, Va.

N May 28, 1860, Elisworth ascertained 
that the colonels of the different 
regiments stationed about Wash- 

ington had received orders to hold their 
commands ready to move at midnight. 

Elisworth, not having received any such 
order, went to the President and appemio “l 
to him that he might take part fn the move 
ment, and through his: personal influence 
with the President, he was told he might 
go on one condition, namely: That if any 
breach of discipline or misbehavior occurred 
by his regiment, that it would be mustered 
out of the service.

He said nothing, but looked back 
at the flag. Perhaps it occurred to him 
that the sight of that flag might enrage 
the men and lead to the very thing he had 
promised to prevent. 

After a moment's thought he went 
the street and entered the office 
hotel. We followed, nothing being 
There was a man at counter 
worth asked if he was the proprietor. 

He said ‘‘no.”’ 

Ellsworth went upstairs without another 
word. 

We followed him up two flights and then 
up a third flight to the attic. The stairs 
turned and had a landing midway of each 
flight. In the attic we found the halvards 
to the flag staff and Flisworth pulled down 
the flag. The only thing that was said at 
the time was by Ellsworth. Some one start- 
ed to cut off a plece and Ellsworth 
“Stop; don’t do that. This goes to New 
York.”’ 

Right here let me say 
lieve Ellsworth went up to get that flag 
in the interest of peace and good order. 
Iie was moved, I believe by the thought 
that if seen by his men it might be taken 
48 provocation to do lawless acts. It was 
not bravado that inspired him: the act was 
prompted by his earnest desire to pru- 
dent and avoid trouble. 

His action In sending Sergeant Marshal! 
back for Capt. Coyle and Company A al- 
ways seemed to me convincing proof that he 
did not leave the regiment for the purpose 
of taking the flag, as has often been as- 
serted by some, for if that was his tnten- 
tion why did he immediately upon coming 
in sight of it s@nd for ata?

A Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter called 
last week upon Miss Leary at her town 
house, 3 Fifth evenue, to learn something 
more of the peracnality and tastes of the 
chaperon of the daughter of the richest 
woman in America. 

She is a wonderfully preserved woman of 
60. Her masses of light brown hair are un- 
tinged with gray and her gracious smile re- 
veals faulticss teeth. 

Her dress is always white, and perfect to 
the smallest detail. 

In spite of her multiplicity of outside in- 
terests Miss Leary's appearance bears out 
her statement that she is pre-eminently do- 
mestic. Soctety, she says. she regards after 
all largely as a duty. Music is her chief 
recreation; she is a regular attendant at 
the opera during the entire season. 

Does Miss Leary regard her own busy but 
calm and well-ordered life as the pattern 
for the young women of budding genera- 
tions—for such a voune woman as Sylvia 
Green, for instance? Or would she advo- 
cate desperate plunges to saecure social 
prominence? Or does she commend the 
business-like, independent, essentially

Whereas now-~- 
adays I have actually seen a gentleman 
tying a lady's shoe!” 

“Miss Leary, what do you think the most 
useful life for the young girl of today, 
considering her changed surroundings? 
Should she have a career?” 

“A career?” repeated Miss Leary. “Don't 
you think that Is rather a strong expres- 
sion? But she certainly ought to have 
some interest besides balls and dinners! 
Society should not be all-abgorbing. Nat- 
ural aptitudes should be cultivated—oyv 
collego or whatever method seems most 
suitable. I think every girl, no matter 
how rich, should learn to do one thing 
thoroughly. There are so many ups and 
downs in American life she might have to 
become self-supporting. I know three 
young ladies, daughters of a once wealthy 
family, who, suddenly impoverished, 
brought their musical gifts into most val- 
uable requisition.

FOR THEIR MONEY 


HE per capita expense of governing St. 
ih Louls is emaller than that of both 
New York and Paris. 

According to the last census St. Louls had 
a population of 675,238. The total expendl- 
tures «* St. Louis during the last fiscal 
year amounted to $10,388,366.42. 

This means an annual expenditure of $17 
per capita. 

London had by the last census a popula- 
tion of 4,500,000; New York, 3,500,000; Paris, 
2,500,000; Berlin, 1,885,000, and Vienna, by the 
census of 10 years ago, 1,365,000, which has 
probably been increased to 1,500,000 now. 

The cost of the government of London is 
approximately $66,000,000 a year, or at the 
rate of about $15 per capita. The municipal 
expenses of New York are $98,000,000 a year, 
or at the rate of about $28 per capita. The 
municipal expenses of Paris are $72,000,000, 
or about $28 per capita, the same as New 
York, though Paris has a burdensome mu- 
nicipal debt, and has been expending for 
many years millions of francs on adorn- 
ments and embellishments, the pressing 
utility of which would not probably be 
agreed to by many New York taxpayers. 

The municipal expenses of Berlin are $21,- 
000,000 a year, or at the rate of about $12 
per capita, and the municipal expenses of 
Vienna are $12,000,000 a year, or at the rate 
of about $8 per capita—the smallest average 
among the five cities. \ 

London expends more \for education than 
New York, New York expends more for its 
police department than London, Paris ex- 
pends more than either London or New 
York for the improvement of Its streets and 
the enforcement of laws as to bulldings. 
Berlin has nearly twice as many city em- 
ployes as Vienna, but the latter has a park 
area 50 per cent greater than New York and 
larger than any other continental city with 
| the single excaption of Paris.

A sic at my home these bright morn- 

ings in May. It is a mixed quartet 
in which are two trim and pretty ladics 
and two splendidly attired and gallant gen- 
tlemen. 

There is a tall tulip treeejust east of the 
house ,and this is the loft of this invisible 
choir—invisible because the singers are hid- 
den away in the wilderness of wondrously 
green tulip leaves. 

The leading soprano of this quartet is 
Miss Brown Thrush and a wonderful singer 
is she. For a full hour, never ceasing, she 
can pour forth a song so rich and sweet 
and cheering, such an earnest of the happi- 
nesses of the new day, that all the world 
over she is loved and admired as the sweet 
singer. She is a member of the biggest 
family in the world—the Thrush family. 
It has ramifications in every land. In its 
diffeernt species and branches it has more 
than 130 names. It is the family universal, 
the family of sweet singers. 

The second soprano of this choir is Miss 
Bird. She has no pretty first name, being 
known as the Cat Bird. She wears a neat- 
fitting tailor-made suit of dark blue and is 
a fist cousin of Miss Thush. 

The tenor of this quartet is the Beau 
Brummel, the Chesterfield of birddom. He 
is Sir Baltimore Oriole, whose bright red 
and yellow vestments and tasty black 
waistcoat are quite as beautiful as his 
voice. 

The basso is Mr. Red Robin. Mr. Robin 
is a very sobzer fellow and a cousin of 
Miss Thrush and Miss Bird. There is no 
monkey business about him. He sings pro- 
fessionally and properly and he does it me- 
thodicalls. ; 

Like any other good mixed quartet, this 
choir invisible in the big tulip tree has a 
certain arrangement of position. Miss 
Thrush is in the very top of the loft. She 
sings best when her head is out in the clear. 
Sir Baltimore Oriole takes up a position on 
one side, sitting far out at the end of the 
loft where none of the beauty of his raiment 
may be lost upon any passerby. Miss Bird 
stands below Sir Baltimore, never going 
high into the loft, and Mr. Robin stands 
at the bottom, as any good basso should. 

The music this choir can make is all 
alike in one respect—it is all beautiful. 
There are fine solos by Miss Thrush, rich 
rhapsodies they are. She sings until sweet 
song pours torrential from her throat, and 
I sometimes think the less gifted people of 
birddom must enviously regard her, even 
as we cannot but envy a little the man or 
woman who by gift is a sweet singer. 

No other quartet has a better first tenor 
than this one, for in this particular role 
Sir Baltimore Oriole has no equals. He is 
as pleasing to hear as he is to see. His 
voice is very firm. He has cultivated it until 
there is no flaw and one never hears him 
take a high note with that feeling of “Oh, 
he is going to break down."’ Sir Baltimore 
never breaks down. He knows just what 
he can sing, and he does not publicly ex- 
periment with anything else. Occasionally, 
perhaps, he practices new and very diffi- 
cult things, but he does it over the hill in 
some secluded spot where he has no repu- 
tation to lose. 

Miss Bird is the wonder of those who 
know her. She is unpretentious in dress, 
but she is, nevertheless, one of the stars in 
the grand opera of birddom. Her famous 
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half Drothes, the mucking bird. has none of

the gifts Miss Bird is without. He can 
sing beautifully and he is the greatest of 
mimics with the single exception of Miss 
Bird. This little lady is a genius acknowl- 
edged. She is more valuable to mankind, 
too, than the mocking bird, for she requires 
no captivity that the world may hear her 
song. She is fond of the yard where there 
are bushes and shrubs, for these are her 
natural places of abode. 

Would you lke to have such a quartet 
in your yard? You can if you will. Every 
one of these four beautiful singers likes 
human kind, They would rather live along- 
side a house than out in the wood. They 
like the companionship of men and women 
and children. They like the protection a 
yard tree gives them, for in this place 
there are no preying owls or hawks. 

Are there trees in your yard? What kind 
of trees? If you have elms you can have 
orioles. The oriole likes elms. Its wide- 
reaching branches just suit him, for far 
out on the tip he can swing his nest. Do you 
have lindens, tulips, apples or shrubs? If 
you have you can have robins, thrushes 
and catbirds. 

When one of these birds comes in your 
yard do not shoot at him or throw at him. 
If you have a cat that attempts to stalk 
the birds when they are feeding on the 
ground, get rid of the cat. Birds are vastly 
prettier pets than pet cats. 

There will be days in the heated season 
when the birds in your neighborhood will 
get very thirsty and distressed with the 
heat. Would you like to make friends with 
them and attract them to your yard? Put 
the sprayer on your hose and station it 
under a tree in the shade. The birds will 
find it. Beautiful black birds will come 
great distances to enjoy it. All the birds 
of the neighborhood will come to bathe in 
the cool water, and they will enjoy it so 
much you will spend pleasant hours 
watching them. 

If you cannot put a running hose in the 
yard, place a pan of cold water in a shady 
place on the lawn in mid afternoon. The 


birds will find it. If you do this every day 


they will learn that you are a friend. And 
more than likely they will come to live in 
your yard, for birds like to be near their 
friends.

The discoverer is Prof. Marshall Johnston. 
by chance several months ago, while ex- 
amining under the microscope a sample of 
blood of an albino patient in the Lawrence 
Hospital, . Prof. Johnston discovered a 
strange new germ, the like of which he 
had never seen before. 

After the albino had entirely recovered 
from his disease, Prof. Johnston carefully 
examined a second sample of his blood, 
and again found this unknown germ. He 
was thus forced to the conclusion that Al- 
binism is a disease which may be cured. 

Up to the present time the albino haa 
been regarded merely as a freak of nature; 


but Prof. Johnston claims that his light

Mrs, Poorman’'s father was Den: is Hanks, 
the cousin, boyhocd friend and lifc long com- 
panion of Lincoln. And through the youth 
of Mrs. Poorman, youngest of the Hanks 
children, Lincoln was a frequent visitor at 
her father’s home, enjoyed and enjoying as 
only Abe Lincoln could enjoy and be en- 
joyed by a truly humble people. Think of 
the nights when the children circled before 
the grate fire with their Uncle Abe, master 
of narrative, to entertain! Think of the 
wonderful stock of tales, the drollery 
which was to make a nation laugh, the 
funny grimances of the long, homely face. 
These have been a part of the life of Mrs. 
Poorman, and kind people who know how 
her Uncle Abe would have been pained had 
he known she was to go toiling on to the 
very end of life, a proud, good, but unfor- 
tunate woman, ask people who loved Lin- 
coln to do: something for her—at least to 
provide her with a home. They are sure 
the American people, once knowing what Is 
going on, will not permit her, in her goodly 
age, to go on tolling, self-dependent and 
without permanent abode. 

Appreciating that popular interest will 
turn to this endeavor to be kind to a friend 
of him whom Lowell has said is the first 
American, the Sunday Post-Dispatch sought 
out Mrs. Poorman at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. S. Cunningham, Mattoon, Ill. She 
is one of the people who intimately knew 
Abraham Lincoln. She saw him in her 
father’s home as a young man unknown;

heels: she saw him there again when, Pres- 
ident-elect of the United States, he came 
to bid them good-by ere approaching a task 
s0 portentous that when he went away he 
left them weeping before the house—alike 
giad and afraid for him, their great, big, 
dear, old clumsv Uncle Abe. 

Mrs. Poorman knows nothing of the ef- 
forts of her friends to have something done 
for her. Mrs. Cunningham, who knows her 
well, avers that, did she know of the move- 
ment, Mrs. Poorman would express her dis- 
approval of it by becoming as uncommunil- 
cative as the Sphinx. She has been at the 
Cunningham home two years, doing the 
cooking and much of the housework. She 
is 68 years of age, a well-preserved, fine- 
looking lady, with white hair and a pleas- 
ing refinement of manner. She has for many 
years been a widow, and is wholly without 
means except as she earns them working 
in her old age. Through marriage she is 
related to Mr. Lincoln through both her 
parents, her father, Dennis Hanks, having 
been the cousin of Nancy Hanks, the mar- 
tyred President's mother, and her mother 
having been a daughter by her first hus- 
band of Mrs. Sarah Johnson, who became 
the second wife of Thomas Lincoln, Abra- 
ham’'s father.

Y recollections of Uncle Abe, as we 
M always called him, are among my 


very first recollections of anything. 
Hie was 20 years older than I, and was one 
of the first people to impress me as a child. 
Tlis kindness to children and the warmth 
of his nature attracted little people to him. 
His features were so kind they seemed to 
gay to the children in our home: “Come; 
this is your Uncle Abe, who likes you and 
wants you to like him.” 

From the time I was 6 until I was 12 
years old Uncle Abe was the most frequent 
visitor to our home. His mother and father 
lived but a short distance from our home. 
We lived at Charleston, Ill., and his father 
and stepmother lived out on the Goose Nest 
Prairie, a short distance Into the country. 
Uncle Abe had not lived with his father for 
a number of years at that time. He was 
a lawyer, and his headquarters were at 
Springfield. He always visited his parents 
when he came into the neighborhood. He 
was very fond of his stepmother, and ai- 
ways credited her witih having been the 
making of him, his own mother having 
died when he was 9 years old, His step- 
mother was even more proud of Uncle Abe 
than of her own son, John D. Johnson, who 
was about the same age. She used to say 
of them: 

“John used to be the smartest when they 
were little fellows. But Abe passed him. 
Abe kept getting smarter all the time, and 
John he went just so far and stopped. | 
never saw another boy get smarter and 
@marter like Abe did.’ 

But when I was a child Uncle Abe was at 
eur home more than he was out at his 
father’s. We lived in town, and when he 
was in the Charieston neighborhood his 
business was almost always in town. He 
made our house his regular stopping place. 
My father thought Abe was the finest fel- 
low in the world, and kept telling us to 
keep an eye on him; that he was going up. 
My father was very poor; as poor as people 
could be and etill have a home. Our cabin 
had three rooms. all on one floor, and was 
Gaubed weather-tight with mud. When 
Uticle Abe came we had to make arrange- 
mente to give him room. I was the young- 
est child, and generally went to the floor 
to sleep while Uncle Abe occupied my bed. 
In the morning, when my mother would 
get breakfast and | would be in the way, 
she would pick me up and carry me into 
Uncle Abe's room and cover me up at the 
foot of his bed. I slept there many times 
when I was a little girl. 

In the spring of the year, when court 
whe to be in session a week at Charleston, 
wé always looked forward to the coming of 
Uncle Abe, who would be at our home and 
epend the week there, giving his days to 
his work in the court room and giving his 
nights to us in our home. We would gather 
around him in front of the fireplace and he 
grould tell us stories until far into the night.

He was to us children the wonderful story- 
teller, knowing more than any other person 
and knowing just how to tell things s0 ev- 
erybody could understand. I have often 
since his death thought I could see him 
again in our little home, his expressive 
face beaming forth his joy, now seeming al- 
most to laugh outright in its grimaces of 

fun, and now as solemn and sorrowful as a 

tomb. We would watch his every expres- 
sion through whole evenings, and he could 
make us laugh or cry as he willed. 

There was no other such week in our 
Charleston home as that which Uncle Abe 
spent with us. We laid fn an additional 
supply of provisions, for he was a great 
eater. He liked everything. He came to us 
just his plain, simple self. His trousers 
were almost always patched, and my father 
used to call them ‘‘Abe’s spectacle pants.” 
He went around in his shirt sleeves when 
he was in the house, and never wore & 
necktie. His clothes were always a poor fit, 
his trousers being too short and his coat 
always short enovgh to show the patches 
on his spectacle pants. There were no airs 
about him. He never sought to impress us 
with his importance. He didn't tell us he 
saw finer things in other homes. He in- 
dicated in every way that the way we had 
things in our home was just what he liked 
and that he dearly loved to be with us. 

Sometimes Uncle Abe would take our 
horse and wagon and drive over to his fath- 
er's place. When he did this he took some 
of the children with him, and that was al- 
ways a great joy to us little people. I re- 
member one trip I made when Uncle Abe 
stopped the horse in Kickapoo Creek to give 
ita drink. I stood up in the rear of the rig, 
and Uncle Abe gave the horse a little cut 
and started out of the creek with a rush. [| 
plunged out iInto the ewater at the first 
jump, and in a moment I was doing just 
what any little girl would do—fioating and 
sinking and choking with water as I tried 
to scream. I shall never forget how Uncle 
Abe jumped from the buggy and came bac 
after me. He ran with such great, long 
strides, and came plunging into the cree 
with his long arm reaching toward me. The 
water which was so deep to me was easy 
wading for Uncle Abe, and he came to me 
as fast as he could run, his long legs mak- 
ing. him. remind me.of some great wading 
bird. He fished me out hurriedly and called 
that ‘Mandy's ducking.’’ Always after he 
asked me about the ducking when we met, 
and the last time I saw him he sald: 

“Mandy, have you ever forgotten the 
ducking you got in Kickapoo Creek?” 

Uncle Abe loved to talk. He just talked 
to everybody. He would stop any place and 
talk and talk, and he always made people 
laugh and always sent them away saying: 
‘That Lincoln is a bright fellow.’’ We used 
to hear that when he was a little fellow he 
would work in the field with his father, and 
that whenever anyone passed on the road 
Abe would always quit work and go to the 
fence and talk. Sometimes he would be 
with his father when someone would ad- 
dress his father. Abe is said to have been 
50 eager to talk that he would speak up be- 
fore his father could say a word. They 
used to tellitof him that this would make 
his father mad, and that many times, when 
they were working in the field and Abe 
jumped up on the fence and cut his father 
cut of the first word with a neighbor or 
stranger passing by, his father would pick 
up a big clod and knock little Abe off the 
fence, crying: 

*‘Let older people have the first say, will 
you, boy?’ 

Uncle Abe's father used to tell us stories 
of the Black Hawk War that would fright- 
en us a great deal, especially us younger 
children. Uncle Abe had been a captain in 
this war, and his father used to tell stories 
on him about it. One of them was that 
Abe marched his company up to a gate one 
time. There was a front of 20 men. Uncle 
Abe halted them and then said: 

“Boys, I forget the command that will 
endwise this company through this gate. 
We'll just disband and fall in again on the 
other side of the gate.” 

Uncle Abe never lived here in Coles Coun- 
ty. He only came here when he wanted to 
visit his mother and father or our own 
people, and when he had business down 
here. He went around i great deal, knew 
everybody and was gentrally known. Hé 
attracted attention everywhere, he was 56v 
original and so tall. He was 6 feet and 4 
high, and was one of the oddest- 
looking of men. A man who once saw him 
stretched out on a cellar door at Charles- 
ion said he was the strangest-looking hu 
inan he ever saw. : 

Lincle Abe called his mother ‘‘Mammy.’ 
He cailed my father and mother Dennis 
and Betsy. He seemed to delight in those 
old-fashioned names. He always wanted to 
buy something for us when he care, and 
always asked us what we wanted. 
time I wanted a parasol, the last 
the world [ necded. He bought me 
gaudy enough to suit my chilcish fancy. At 
another time he bought me a leghorn hat 
He was very geenrous with us, and was 
also to his father and his stepmother, 
ing them $10 or $15 every time we 
down there with him. 
he was traveling the circuit he was making 
considerable money with his law practice, 
but I don't Know aboutit. We never knew 
how Uncle Abe was getting along 
clally. He did not talk to us about it, and 
scemc.d to care li.tle about whether he made 
money or not. He never unfolded any 
schemes for getting rich, though he had 
schemes of other kinds.

Uncie Abe was a strange man in many 
things. He had quiet moods we never un- 
derstood. Much of the time he was reck- 
lessly jolly, but at other times he would 
sitealone for a long time and act like he 
was dreaming.

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™ HUMS of the closest kind until a 
year ago, when the tragedy oc-

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garded him with what must have been ven- 
eration and awe. 

Uncle Abe was a great fellow to sit down. 
He would sit anywhere, on a box, a side- 
walk, a step or qa barrel. That was the 
reason his trousers needed so much patch- 
ing. My mother used always to patch his 
clothes when he came to our house, and 
most of the time Uncle Abe had to stay in 
bed while she did the mending. He never 
carried much of anything with him. Other 
people who traveled the circuit with him 
would carry quite a lot of clothes, but Uncle 
Abe never did. Clothes seemed to give him 
little concern. It was not until he had be- 
come a man with a nationa] reputation that 
he got to paying more attention to what he 
wore. When he came to bid us good-by 
after he had been elected President he was 
dressed up more than I had ever seen him. 

I have always thought I knew why Uncle 
Abe made so many friends. He was s0 
sympathetic. Anything’ you were interested 
in interested him while he talked to you. 
He always asked us children what we were 
doing, and he was always interested in it. 
He was fond of children. He had some- 
thing to say toall the children around him. 

I remember the first time I ever heard 
Uncle Abe talk about the slaves. He came 
to our house after a trip down the river. 
He had been, I[ think, in Louisiana, and 
had seen slaves put upon the block for sale. 
He told us about it, and made quite a 
speech to us about it, telling how At had 


Was Once the Boon Companion of

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angered him to see human beings sold in 
the market like animals. He told about a 
mulatto girl he saw. She was a fine-looking 
woman, and was compelled to walk up and 
down on the block, exercising like a horse 
is exercised before he is bought. Uncle Abe 
was indignant, and he did not tell us that 
story as we had been accustomed to hear- 
ing him tell stories. He threw into it an 
indignation and spirit we had never seen 
in him before. Afterward we understood 
what it was that made him a national lead- 
er, even if he was so plain and simple and 
seemed to like to tell stories better than 
anything else. Uncle Abe was another man 
when he was aroused. 

When Uncle Abe would come into the 
house on his visits he would call out: 

‘‘Here I am; ain't you glad to see me?” 

He would talk a great deal to my father 
of politics, but I was too young to under- 
stand what they talked about. I was quite 
a girl before I realized that Uncle Abe, 
who had let me sleep across the foot of his 
bed, and who had been so much in our 
home, had become a great man and had 
many thousahds of friends wno might take 
him away from such humble people as we 
were. I remember how angry my mother 
was when the Lincolin-Douglas debate oc- 
curred at Charleston.

ways bright, though, and his tongue never 
| ata loss for a bitter or a clever thing to 
say. In company he was genial and pleas- 
/ant and one of the best story tellers of his 
day. 

It was this story telling faculty of Vest's 
that attracted Quay to him when he came 
into the Senate and found the Missourt- 
an there, a power on the Democratic side. 
Quay goes farther for his friends than any 
other politician In the business. He was 
constantly having men in Pennsylvania 
politics here to see him after he succeeded 
Senator Mitchell, and he always entertained 
them. 

With Quay entertaining means lavishing 
all that money can buy or favor procure on 
his guests. Naturally, when he had a dis- 
tinguished party about him, he looked for 
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good story-tellers to amuse them, for en- 
tertaining In Quay’'s_ practice is a purely 
material process and “means plenty to eat 
and plenty to drink and plenty to laugh at. 

Hie invited Vest just as he would have 
invited any other comedian. although Vest 
was far from being a clown. Vest liked 
g00d things to eat and drink as well as 
Quay. and so the intimacy was formed. The 
two men became the same kind of chums 
that the high school boy becomes with his 
seat or roommate. They ate _ together, 
drank togethe?, visited each other, told 
Stories together and went fishing together. 
When two peuple go fishtng together a doz- 
en times Nandrunning without becoming 
bored they dre real chums. That was the 
kind Quay &nd Vest were. 

Quay heard about the tarpon fishing in 
Florida. He bought a cottage and when- 
ever the fancy seized him he bundled Vest 
off down there and they fished until they 
were tired or thought they might be neod- 
ed in Washington. The two families dined 
together. Vest’s son, George, was a pal of 
Quays son Dick. It was a remarkable 
man's intimacy. 

Vest, who had been a country lawyer be- 
fore he came to the Senate, was poor, Quay 
put him in on land and other speculations 
and made him .rich. Quay did everything 
for the Missourtan that one friend can do 
for another and Vest probably came as 
near loving Quay as a man of his tempera- 
ment can come loving anything or anybody. 

They were strangely alike in their likes 
and dislikes, in their superstitions and their 
recreations. Both are now in ill health. 
Vest, as he Sits huddled up in his chair in 
the Senate, seems likely to die at any mo- 
ment. He moves slowly through the cor- 
ridors and talks with the thin, querulous 
voice of the old man. Quay is only well at 
times. He looks much older than he’ did 
two years ago and undoubtedly suffers 
more or less all the time. But when Vest 
was Vest and Quay was Quay they were 
a merry pair on their outings. 

This intimacy continued ufiti!] Quay made 
his memorable fight for admission to the 
Senate on appointment by Gov. Stone, after 
the lLegisiature had adjourhed without 
electing. The Senate was all torn up on 
the proposition. The fight began as soon 
as the Fifty-sixth Congress met and con- 
tinued untill April of last year. The sena-

“Abe, don’t you let any of those people 
pull you away tonight.

“During Lincoln's struggles in early lifa, 
and for many years after his tragic death, 
Dennis Hanks lived at Charleston, the 
county seat of this (Coles) county, and his 
humble home was the scene of many a visit 
from Lincoln, where he was a most wel- 
come guest. In those early days Lincoln 
wore a palr of pantaloons with two patches 
where needed most, and Hanks called them 
Lincoln's spectacled breeches. Mrs, Hanks 
repaired rents in his clothing, and when 
she saw him coming would hang an extra 
pot In the fireplace, for he was a great 
eater, and was fond of the ploneer dish of 
mush and milk. Amanda, then a child, 
Gave up her bed and slept upon the floor 
that Lincoln might have where tu rest, 
Many’s the time he sat with the family at 
the Hanks fireside, and far into the night 
made jovial the hours with his stories and 
drollery, with Amanda a fascinated lis- 
tener. 

“Lincoln's father’s home was a log cabin 
on Goose Nest Prairte, several miles south 
of Charleston, where Lincoln visited him 
often when traveling the circuit as a law- 
yer.

go scouting for a month in search of him. That old Bol 
diers like to fight their battles over goes without saying; 
but in all human endeavors there its lacking some one 
thing that might tend to perfection. The principal trouble 
of the members of Long Stikes Post had been that when 
reviewing their struggles with lead and steel in the 
eventful four years of the war all the verbal conflicts 
were between men who had fought only in the north- 
ern armies’ ranks. Could even a single member of the 
enemy's host be present there might be imparted the 
long-for effect of things seeming again as things had 
been. 

As the home of Long Stikes Post was a large city In a 
northwestern state there were plenty of ex-Confederates 
within reach, for the story that the Southerner never 
strays far from his ancestral] fireside is a gross libel on 
any class of real Americans. The corporation counsel of 
the city was a survivor of Brage’s army, one of the 
prominent editors had fought under Stonewall Jackson, 
and a bureau manager in the public works department 
had sailed and raided with Semmes in the historic and 
destructive Alabama. 

These ex-warriors were invited, one at a time, to the 
social affairs which followed the post’s formal meet- 
ings. They did justice to their host’s punch and sand- 
wiches, pipes and cigars, and they repeated the assur- 
ance that the war had ended. They complimented their 
whilom enemies on the heartiness of their hospitality and 
begged the members of the post to attend some of the 
camp chats of the local association of Confederate vet- 
erans. 

But—there’s a but to almost everything on this side 
of heaven—but they told the post no war stories. They 
had been so busy for 30 years that the great conflict 
seemed a section of ancient history to them, whereas to 
most of the members of Long Stikes Post the war had 
been the most notable event of their lives. The post 
commander, himself a man of affairs, explained the mat- 
ter as tactfully as possible, and his men admitted that 
probably he was right, but—again a ‘“but’’—the majority 
of the members did fervently hope for the day when 
some one who had been in the enemy’s ranks would con- 
tribute something to the general accumulation of argu- 
ment over experiences which they themselves had en- 
dured and eurvived. 

Besides, there were stories afloat in the post, which had 
been told many times and which all hearers had thought 
good of their kind. If they were entirely true the tellers 
of them were heroes, for each tale was a recital of great 
deeds of the men who told it. To weaken ae good story 
for the sake of the truth never has been customary with 
any class of story tellers; as to that, was it to no pur- 
pose that the blessed gift of imagination came to poor 
humanity? Still, it would be unspeakably gratifying to 
hear comments on some of the aforesaid tales by Con- 
federate eye-witnesses of the incidents. 

For instance, there was Puttyerit’s story of the repulse 
of the enemy at Bullett’s station. Puttygrit, an English- 
man by birth and a stonemason by trade, was one of the 
most modest members of Long Stikes Post. He had been 
regarded as a mere nonenity—one of the men who at- 
tended all the meetings, paid his dues regularly, but 
never talked. One stormy night the attendance had been 
60 smal] that all the customary stories were repeated be- 
fore the punch bowl was half emptied; the post com- 
mander wes absent and his substitute in the chair was 
implored to do something, anything to “keep things 
humming,” so the substitute conceived the happy thought 
of calling by name, on all the habitually silent members 
to.say something. Most of them made excuses; good lis- 
teners are seldom good talkers; but Puttygrit told an 
astounding story, and did it in an absent-minded, sheep- 
ish manner, as if he were not only lying, but also fail- 
ing to invent rapidly enough to meke the story as it 
might have been. 

The skeleton of the tale, however, was strong enough to 
stand alone. It was, in brief, that when the enemy sud- 
Genly attacked Bullett’s Station with a brigade of in- 
fantry the entire defending force consisted of only two 
troops of dismounted cavalry. Fortunately for them- 
selves, the defenders were armed with breech-loaders— 
rare weapons in those days—and could fire about ten 
shots while an enemy would be going through the old- 
‘time routine of biting the paper from the end of a car- 
tridge, pouring the powder into his gun, pushing the re- 
Maining paper and bullet into the muzzle, drawing the 
rammer, pressing the bullet home, withdrawing the ram- 
mer and replacing it, raising the hammer and placing a 
percussion cap on the nipple—al! this before firing. 

But rapid firing meant quick consumption of car- 
tridges 50, soon after the beginning of the Bullett’s Sta- 
tion engagement Puttyerit and several other dismounted 
tréopers were hurried back to camp for all the ammuni- 
thon they could carry. Puttygrit in his story did not 
Gescant on the sensations experienced on the trip.

Among 
them was a North Carolinian, not a soldier, who had seen 
a fight. Hie was in the city to see a married sister and to 
sel] a carload of sweet potatoes, and he was invited by 
the post commander, who was a large dealer in southern 
produce. The North Carolinian was a typical “truck 
farmer’’—a prosperous looking, mild-mannered man of 
middle age, on whom punch and pipes—he politely but 
firmly declined cigars—had no perceptible effect, and who 
listened with interest to the post's own stories, all of 
which were as new to him as the contents of the morn- 
ing papers. 

At the fourth or fifth suggestion that the post would 
be glad to hear of some of his own experiences and that 
the harder they might bear on the Yankees the better the 
post would enjoy them, he finally responded: 

“Durn me if I don’t! But say, Cap’n, how about the 
statute o’ limitations?

“Nothing—absolutely nothing,” replied the post com- 
mander.

“The reason I asked,” continued the Southerner, “was 
that I come to it pooty strong on one o’ you ’uns one 
time, an’ I tried to come it on a lot more.

It sounded as if ’twas about a 
quarter mile off, an’ some o’ the bullets whistled mighty 
close, an’ most o’ yo ‘uns fellers grabbed their guns an’ 
things an’ put off at a dead run, till there was sca’cely 
any of ’em left, an’ thins kind o’ looked as if I might 
get shot as well as robbed if I stayed there where I was, 
so I edged along to the cart, ‘lowin’ that I’d jump in, 
give the lines a flap or two an’ get out in the direction o’ 
home.

“What do you think happened then? Why, three or

I can see him now, seems to me—a thick-set man, with a 
big wart on the side of his nose, hollered; ‘Ca’tridges! 
Ca’tridges! lots 0’ ’em! Chuck ’em in the cart. an’ be live- 
ly about it! Get, the tops of the boxes off! We can’t get 
back any too quick!’” 

The members of the post had begun fo recall Putty- 
grit’s story, and there was a confused murmur when the 
nasal peculiarity of the man who had demanded cart- 
ridges was described, for Puttygrit’s nose was adorned 
with a huge wart. Some members wiio had looked about 
them furtively to see how Puttygrit was enjoying the 
tale felt relieved when they discovered that the stone 
mason was not visible.

He wouldn't ha’ sold that day for any- 
where near the hundred he cost me, but I wouldn’t ha’ 
sold him for twice as much, though I needed the money.

It is truly a hill, over- 
looking much of the city and the cpen coun- 
try around, and itself in plain view from 
every side—a close built settlement showing 
few big buildings and rows of little homes.

The answer is at Dago Hill. The Italian

Great city. The city contributes to their 
daily life only the school house, the po- 
Wceman and the mail carrier. They have 
everything else of themselves, only except- 
ing the big brick yards and manufacturing 

a which give them employment under 
fh north side of the hill. 

* The history of the hill {s not of great 
length. Seven years ago a company of some 
60 Italians, new-comers from the old coun- 
try, settled upon what is now knovtn 
throughout St. Louis as Dago Hil). This 
original company was wholly composed of 
men. They worked in the brick yards un- 
der the hill. As the years passed the Ital- 
lan settlement on the hill grew larger. Some 
of the men who had families in Italy 
brought them over and others who had 
eweethearts in Italy sent for them and be- 
gan housekeeping in little homes on the 
hill. This has been going on at a lively 
rate through the last three or four years, 
and it is going on there today. Some of 
the Italians in the colony have so recently 
come they cannot vet speak English. Some 
of the wives of the community have not 
been in St. Louis six months. Quite a num- 


ber of the p°eple of the hill have come there 


from Italy during the present spring, and

fall. For Dago Hill grows.

One finds on Dago Hill things not to be 
found in any other part of the city of St. 
Louls. Entering from the east the visitor 
finds upon Shaw avenue, the principal 
street, a two-story brick structure bearing 
the lettering ‘‘North Italy American Club.” 
This is first met of the peculiar institu- 
tions of Dago Hill. It is tne community 
clubhouse and saloon. Here are the head- 
quarters of the North Italla American So- 
ciety, meaning the society of North Italy 
in America. The society includes almost 
every Itallan man on the hill. It has a 
members$ip of 375. It owns the saloon and 
conducts it. At the end of every month 
the members of the society divide the prof- 
its among themselves. They have a danc- 
ing hall and an outdoor garden. Every 
now and then they have a fete, and some- 
times through as many as two and three 
days and nights the place is a theater of 
merrymaking. 

Half a block west from the clubhouse the 
visitor finds the ‘“‘North Italy community 
store.’ This is the most interesting insti- 
tution on Dago Hill. It is a combination 
meat market and grocery. It is the prop- 
erty of the 375 Italians of the Nord Italia 
American Society, and they do a rushing 
business there every day and night. The 
store sells groceries and. meats a trifle be- 
low current prices, and its patrons come 
from every part of the hill and even be- 
They are not all owners of stock 
Many of them are not even 
But the great. ma- 
jority of them are, and are also 
members of the society. The first of 
each month the profits are divided among 
the stockholders. They are frequently con- 
siderable, the butcher shop alone averaging 
$300 in receipts every Saturday. A member 
of the society said to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch: 

“The society makes money with both the 
store and the saloon, but there is very Ilit- 
tle money to be divided. The profits aro 
put in improvements. The saloon is now 
lesa than three years old, and the store 
less than two. T8he sogiety is .constantly 
improving both, and these improvements 
eat up the profita pretty fast. Then the 
money we make with the saloon and the 
store goes to other things. This spring, 
for instance, we have bought at a cost of 
$00 a hand-worked Italian flag made in 
Italy. It is but one of many things the 
society has purchased with its earnings. 
There are really two societies in one, for 


yond. 
in the store. 
Italian people: 


not everybody who owns stock in the store 
owns stock in the saloon. There are some 
people who are connected with the store 
and have share in the profits of the 
saloon. 

‘The 
north of Italy. 
come to St. Louls from 
within the last four years. They are com- 
ing every month. Quite a number have 
arrived this spring. They are a larger and 
lighter people than those who come here 
from the south of Italy and the island of 
Sicily. They are better educated and do 
not even speak altogether the same tongue. 
The men are not often skilled workers, but 
they are careful and frugal. They pay 
their bills. The community store and sa- 
loon lose nothing on them. They are ex- 
pelled from the society if they do not pay, 
and they are careful to keep in the society. 

“The men work in the brickyards and 
factories near the hill. They make $1.35 
and $1.50 a day. They come to this country 
because of the wages. They could not 
make so much in Italy. They enjoyed the 
Same liberties there and found no fault 
with the country, but wages were very 
low, and so they came to the United States 
and to St. Louis. The trip costs $50. The 
difference in wages amounts to that much 
in a very little while.’’ 

Another of the unique Institutions of Da- 
go Hill is a rented mass, as they term it. 
The Italians of the hill are all Catholics. 
They have no church, as they some day 
hope to have, and for this reason attend 
the St. Louls German Catholic church 
south of the hill. The priest is a student 
of Itallan, and holds a mass especially for 
the Italians from 8 until 9 o'clock every 
Sunday morning. This is the “‘rented mass.” 

Dago Hill has imported politics. Thére 
is a Garibaldi faction and an anti-Gari- 
baldi crowd, each having its own club 
headquarters. The police say that in the 
early days of the hill the’ Garibaldi folk 
and the anti-Garibaldi people frequently 
bumped each other's heads upon the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares of the hill, the major 
portion of the people of the hill taking the 
one side or the other and laying on stout 
blows. There has been less of this in the 
last two or three years. The Italians them- 
selves have discouraged it. The Nord Italia 
American Society has now a rule penaliz- 
ing to the extent of a $2 fine any one of 
the 876 members of the club guilty of fight- 
ing in a conspicuous place. Failure to pay 
the fine means expulsion from the society, 
and no Italian can afford to be expelled 
from the organization of his countrymen. 
So that in thie day, when there is recourse 
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The most of them have 
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to personal combat between two of the 
stalwart men of Dago Hill, the affair is 
pulled off in the valley back of the settle- 
ment, where there is no gaping crowd to 
look on. 

The police say that within the last few 
years the Italian women have done much 
to give Dago Hill a better name. Original- 
ly there were very few Italian women in 
the settlement. When they did begin com- 
ing in numbers their infiuence for good 
became evident. Many of the older men 
sent for their wives and families, and many 
of the ng men sent for their sweet- 
hearts. The hill became a better place 
from that time. There was less drinking 
and less fighting, and there is comparative- 
ly little of it today. The mass of the men 
of the hill are hard and steady workers 
providing for their families and making 
good citizens. 

The baker of Dago Hill is a German. He 
has a demand for a bread which fs, perhaps,

It is 
an importation from North Italy. The loaf 
is very heavy and apparently all crust. All 
the Italians of the hill eat it. They care 
nothing for the light fluffy loaves eaten in 
every other part of St. Louis. The baker says 
there is no money in selling billeshet at 
5 cents a loaf, the present market price, 
but he finds it necessary to do it. 

The most ‘prosperous concerns -upon the 
hill are the community store and saloon. 
Both are money-makers, sometimes one and 
then the other showing the best returns 
at the end of the month. They are rather 
injurious to private store and saloon men, 
but the Italians of the hill think their plan 
worth retaining. They say they get fresher 
goods and get them a little cheaper. Their 
expressed intention is to apply the profits 
to the store until ft is complete and then 
reduce prices until the store will just make 
operating expenses. This is the Dago Hill 
idea of the-model store.

by side in the hall of the Nord Italia Amer- 
ican Society. The people of the hill are 
patriotic. They send their children to 
school. They have become Americanized in 
a good many ways, one of the best proofs 
of this being the means employed to secure 
an advance from $1.35 to $1.50 a day in their 
wages at the brick yards last week. They 
struck. They gained their point. 

People of other nationality who know the 
Italians of the hill say the men are jealous 
of the women to an extent unknown in any 
other part of St. Louis. The big dances, in 
which all the Italians of the city were ac- 
customed to participating, are now little 
frequented by.the Italian wives and young 
women of the hill. People say it is be- 
cause the average Italian husband of Dago 
Hill is unwilling that his wife should dance 
with other men and that the young man is 
equally jealous of his girl. So when the 
women appear in any number at the par- 
ties they remain a very short while. 

The Italians of the hill are particular that 


they be recognized-as people from the north 
of Italy. They put the north on their club- 
house, their community store, the store de- 
livery wagons, their flags and upon their 
society stationery. They want the world 
to know that they do not come from South 
Italy or the Islahd of Sicily. They say they 
are a lighter of complexion, larger of frame 
and further advanced in intelligence than 
their fellow-countrymen of the south. 
“Plenty them little black fellows here,” 
one of the residents of Dago Hill says, 
“but they all downtown. They push the 
banana carts. North Italian works. Only 
one or two South Italian here on the hill.” 
There are many little children on Dago 
Hill. They have flashing black eyes. They 
are chubby, pretty little people, the rising 
generation of Dago Hill. There is little 
room in their small homes, certainly not 
enough for healthy children who love to 
romp.

There is no other form of ex- 
ercise more beneficial in the development 
of all parts of the body equally, at the same 
time than swimming, and swimming ougni 
to form a part of every youth's education. 
Parents, too, should encourage rather than 
discourage their children—boys and giris— 
to become swimmers. 

My first instruction to those who have 
not the means or opportunity to engage a 
professional instructor ts: 

Do not go beyond your depth because you 
see other do so. 

When up to your chest In water always 
turn your face toward the shore, because 
you will find it difficult to turn around 
when beyond that depth. If unable to swim 
your struggles and efforts to turn around 
will only bring you in still deeper water 

Do not expect to learn how to swim in 
a day, nor believe the stories of yuur 
friends to that effect. 

You must persevere daily if you intend 
to become a swimmer—don't be discour- 
aged by a few fallures. 

Confidence, the first thing necessary, can 
only be acquired by frequent immersions. 
After a few trials the beginner will dis- 
cover that his body is lighter than the 
water, and this buoyancy of the water and 
the almost impossibility of the swimmers 
body sinking in it, is the one great requi- 
site for plain swimming. Plain swimming 
is a perfectly simple operation, easily 
quired, and when once acquired never [\/- 
gotten. When taking your first dip do tot 
attempt to jump in, but walk quickly in 
until the water reaches your waist or 
thereabouts, then paddle about till you get 
accustomed to the new sensation.

Press against the water with the soles of 
the feet when kicking sideways from the 
body. A few feet is all a beginner will ac- 
complish during the first two or three 
trials. The how and when to breathe can 
only be acquired.after some experience and 
will probably always be attended at first 
by taking in a few mouthfuls of water. 
Don’t mind this—as you progress the man- 
agement of the breath will cause you nel- 
ther trouble nor anxiety. All beginners 
and those who swim only occasionally ex- 
perience considerable. fatigue. This fatigue 
leads many to apprehend that they have 
not sufficient physical endurance ever to 
become swimmers. Swimming with any 
regularity, however, say three times a 
week, this fatigue dimirishes and ultimate- 
ly ceases to make itself felt. Swimming 
brings into action groups of muscles which 
are seldom brought into active use. This 
and the involuntary contraction of the mus- 
cles in the endeavor to potse or float the 
body, cause the fatigue. The s yle or stroke 
just described is called the breast stroke 
or sailor fashion. 

Swimming on the back !s readily accom- 
plished. Many boys acquire it before they 
are au fait at the breast stroke. It is the 
ensiest way of supporting the body In the 
water and if the head is well thrown back 
the back well arched and the body kept 
rigid it is almost impossible to sink. This 
should be remembered particularly by per- 
sons who cannot swim. Half of the lives 
lost by drowning would have been saved 
had the victim only laid quietly on his back 
instead of struggling into an upright posi- 
tion. Stand with you back to the shore 
or landing place, in -water up to your shoul- 
ders, extend your arms to full length side- 
wise from shoulder, lay the head and body 
easiiv or 


found to rise gradually toward the sur- 
face. Now sweep the arms sideways vig- 
orously toward the body, place hands on 
hips, elbows turned out, at the same time 
the legs must be drawn up and be used 
in the same way as in breast swimming. 
This movement if strongly executed sends 
the body gliding backward through the 
water. Remember the rigid, well-arched 
back, chin up, eyes looking upward. Legs 
and arms must be kept just below the sur- 
face of the water. (Fig. 3.) 


The side stroke !s more difficult of ac- 
quirement than either of-the beforemen- 
tioned strokes, but, to my mind, the most 
useful. The body offers less resistance to 
the water, and, therefore, the swimmer can 
make more rapid progress with less exer- 
tion. A side swimmer can swim against 
a tide which It would be almost impossibie 
to breast. The most ready way of learn-

HE largest coast defense gun ever 
made will be placed on Sandy Hook 
to guard New York harbor after it 

has been exhibited at the Pan-American 
Exposition. 

This gun will throw a projectile weighing 
2370 pounds. 

If it were placed on a pier in the Mis- 
sissippi river opposite the foot of Market 
street ite range would extend to Lebanon, 
Ill., on the east, Riverside, Mo., on the 
south, 6t. Charlies, Mo., on the west and 
Alton, IL, on the north. 

It has just been completed at the Water- 
vilet areenal, New York. 

Here are some of ite features: 


Diameter at breech—6 feet 2 tnches. 

Each discharge of the gun will cost the 
United States government $855, $600 for the 
projectile and $265 for the powder. At the 
moment of its discharge the pressure on 
the gun is 36,000 pounds to the square inch. 
The projectile in its range of 21 miles will 
reach at ita highest point an elevation of 
five miles. 

The muzzle energy of the gun is more 
than 64,000 foot tons. A single blow of this 
kind would send the heaviest battleship 
that could be constructed to the bottom. 

This monster 16-inch breechloading rifle 
is only the first of a series of 40 similiar 
weapons which will defend the United 
States seacoast. The Endicott board a few 
years ago ordered their construction. If 
the recommendations of the board are car- 
ried out 18 of the monsters will frown from 
Sandy Hook. Ten of them will be mounted 
at San Francisco, eight at Boston, four at 
Hampton Roads. 

Amazing also are the details involved in 


the mounting of this leviation of war. The 


cost alone of the turret, the emplacement 
and the machinery necessary for its op- 


eration will be $2,500,000. The turret itself 


will cost $1,800,000, 


This turret, of the Gruson type, a@ con- 
trivance turtle back In shape, like a dome 
of metal, will revolve and only the muzzle 
of the gun will project from it. In revolv- 
ing for ordinary angles the gun will barely 
clear the ground, so low will the turret 
swing. The turret will rest on a solid aon- 
crete foundation 60 feet deep and 140 feet 
square. It will be constructed of plates 
of chilled tron of the average thickness of 
35 inches. 

The breech mechanism which this turret 
protects weighs more than a ton, but s0 
simple is it and so perfectly designed in 
its relation to weight and power that a 
child can almost manipulate it. Three turns 
of the cranks below the breech on the right 
side unlock and withdraw the massive 
breechiock and swing it back. 

The most critical part in the gun's con- 
struction occurred in April, 1900. This was 
the encasing of the 16-inch rifle within its 
steel jacket—its covering. 

First, the steel jacket weighed 80 tons 
and it had to be lifted red hot out of the 
furnace, swung up over the rifie and then 
lowered into position absoiutely accurate- 
yy. What accuracy in this relations means 
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may be determined from the fact that the 
difference in the outside radius of the rifle 
and the inner radius of the jacket 
amounted to only six one-hundredths of an 
inch after the jacket had been heated! 

The merest inequality In heating or an 
error of a fraction of an inch in the meas- 
urements would. have meant not merely a 
mistake, but failure. It would have meant 
that the work would have to be done all 
over again. For when the jacket sticks it 
cannot be heated again and taken off. It 
must be cut off. 

But the jacket was lowered into position 
without a hitch. The master mechanic Was 
A. Chrisdiansen, the experienced engineer. 
The task of the gun's construction was ac- 
complished by Col. J. P. Farley, the com- 
mandcnt of the arsenal, and his assistanis, 
Capt. J. W. Benet, Lieut. J. W. Joyce and 
Lieut. D. M. King—all West Point grad- 
uates and officers of the ordnance depart- 
ment. 

To construct the gun the sh-inking pit 
had to be deepened and a special furnace 
had to be prepared for the heating of the 
jacket. The pit was cut out of solid rock, 
its depth almost equaling the height of a 
four-story house. At Intervals iron stair- 
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cases led down to it for the convenience 
of the workmen. When the critical time 
came for shrinking on the jacket the im- 
mense rifle was picked up by a giant crane, 
carried to the pit and lowered into it, muz- 
zie down. Then it was placed in an exactly 
vertical position. Next the 80-ton jacket 
was picked up and lowered into the special 
furnace prepared for it. There it re- 
mained until it reached a temperature of 
700 degrees. Then came the delicate opera- 
tion of placing the immense jacket in place, 
but so precise were the measurements, 80 
exact the operation, that at the appointed 
second the jacket girdling the steel tube 
shrunk with a grasp of 10,000 pounds to the 
square inch. 

The only previous guns of equal caliber 
were made for naval use by the English 
and Italians several years ago. The English 
constructed several 16%4-inch 110-ton guns 
and the Italians made some 17-inch 106-ton 
guns, but all of these weapons, owing to 
faulty construction and crude methods, 
were failures. The chief defect of the guns 
—a drooping at the muzzle, which occurred 
after the firing of a few rounds—has been 
remedied by the employment and better ars

Few either in England or the United 
States have an adequate idea of the size 
or the splendors of Mr. Andrew Car- 


negie’s estate of Skibo in the Highlands 
of Scotland. The following article from 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch special corre- 
spondent, who made a trip to Skibo for 
the purpose of gathering the information 
and who enjoyed every facility for so do- 
ing through the kindness of Mr. Carnegie 
and factor, contains the first detailed ac- 
count yet printed of the estate as it is 
today. ~. 


FKIRO, Scotland, May 14.

éé KIBO,” said Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
S to the Sunday Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent. Ah: that is my 
‘earthly paradise.”’ The words were uttered 
fn accents in which affection and pride 
were mingled and had the ring of perfect 
sincerity. 

When the Sunday Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, armed with a note of introduction 
from Mr. Carnegie. presented himself at 
Ekibo he was received by the multi-million- 
aire’s factor, Mr. James Hardie. On inti- 
mating that he would like to see the place 
—as though it were a matter of an after- 
noon—a smile came into the keen, kindly 
eyes of Mr. Hardie as he answer d: “All 
right: we éan do it fairly well in about a 
week.” ,

Mri Carnegie is monarch of all he surveys, 
and vast deal more.

It has 
only been in his possession about three 
years, and only 18 months ago did he prop- 
erly begin the work of improving It. 

Since then he has constructed over 15 
miles of new roads. His crofter tenants, 
who heretofore had in many districts to 
drag their produce over rough unmade 
tracks, impassable in bad weather, can best 
appreciate the work. 

‘‘The laird intends to dam the end of this 
valley and make a new salmon loch here,” 
eaid Mr. Hardie, in a casual way, indicat- 
ing a marshy tract, alive with duck and 
snipe, of about 30 acres, embosomed be- 
tween lofty pine-clad hills. ‘“‘That,’’ indl- 
cating a road branching off from the high- 
way, sald Mr. Hardie again in his matter- 
of-fact style, is a road we made last year. 
It runs eight miles up into the hills, and 
the laird is going to continue it for another 
five to a spot he has chosen for a fishing 
lodge, situated midway between four lochs.”

rising at its upper end, close to Bonar 
Bridge, into gorgeous gorse-clad hills tow- 
ering up in picturesque profusion. In sum- 
mer the heathgr on the hills is a mass of 
purple bloom, of deep reds shading off into 
mellowest, most exquliste browns, thrown 
into relief by vast stretches of woods 
with their luxuriant follage of varying 
shades of green. 

Dornoch is a pretty Scotch seaside village 
of about 2000 inhabitants, and is rich In 
the possession of what Mr. Carnegie de- 
scribes as ‘‘the finest golf course in the 
world.”’ It lies at the mouth of the firth, 
which varies from one to three miles wide, 
fronting the North Sea, with the lofty cliffs 
of Sutherlandshire sweeping away into the 
hazy distance. 

On a@ majestic cliff about ten miles 
northward of Dornoch, stands Dunrobin 
Castie, the principal seat of the Duke of 
Butherland. The duke is the greatest ter- 
ritorial magnate in the British Isles, and 
until he sold a large strip of the country 
to Mr. Carnegie he was the landlord of 
SButherlandshire—the only case of a peer 
actually owning the shire from which he 
@erived his title. Dunrobin, hitherto the 
showplace of the countryside, must now 
vail its crest before Skibo Castle, which Is 
architecturally far more effective. 

Mr. Carnegie’s castle stands on an emi- 
mnence about a mile and half from the 
ghore of the firth. For the past 18 months 
it has been undergoing reconstruction, and 
exteriorly it is now completed. The work 
was estimated to cost $260,000, but having 
regard to the tinoorrigible modesty that 
distinguishes the anticipatory estimates of 
architects and builders, the owner will 
be lucky if he sees it finished for double 
that sum, 

The stone of which the castle is built 
has a warm pinkish tinge, and the general 
external aspect of the structure is one of 
solidity and stateliness. On the front, be- 
tween the central bay windows, is a stone 
on which are carved the united monograms 
of the millionaire and his wife—"'A. C.” 
and “L. W."’—« tribute to Mrs. Carnegie’s 
share in the thinking out of the ideas 
which have here taken such enduring 
shape. 

In front there is a wide terrace, with a 
velvet lawn sloping down to an old world 
garden dating 600 or 600 years back—a relic 
of the times when a monastery stood on 
the site of the steel magnate's mansion. 
Ite quaint features are being preserved 
with religious care, and even the old wall, 
under which the monks read their office, 
is being kept intact. 

A striking feature of the castle is the hall, 
magnificently decorated, going right up to 
the roof and surmounted by a glass dome. 
It has a graceful overhanging music gal- 
lery at one end, to which a broad stone 
staircase rises with finely carved baius-

The “Star Spangled Scotchman” Has Made His Castle in the Highlands 
a Wonder to the Natives and Is Monarch of More Miles 
Than He Can See From His Tower Tops. 


Sunday evenings the hall is thrown open 
to the villagers, while Mr. Carnegie’s organ- 
ist plays sacred music. 

The drawing rooms are finely proportioned 
apartments, while the library is especially 
handsome in fibrous plaster decoration. Oak 
has been extensively used in finishing the 
rooms. Upstairs are suits of rooms for Mr. 
Carngie’s visitors, each including a bed- 
room, sitting room and bathroom. There 
must be at least 49 bedrooms, the majority 
commanding exquisite views of woodland, 
mountain and sea. In one wing is an 1s0- 
lated suit fiited up as a hospital, with ac- 
commodations for a nurse and a doctor. 

The house is bullt of fireproof materia! 
throughout, the massive steel doors and gir- 
ders having come from Pittsburg. Elec- 
tricitv is employed for lighting and for che 
lifts, as well as in the stables, dairy farm 
and cgnservatories. The electrical station, 
which contains a 60-horse power engine in 
a handsome building in the same style as 
the castle, stands about 600 yards away on 
the edge of a loch, partly hidden behind a 
clump of trees. 

One of Mr. Carnegie’s pet aversions 1s 
smoke—whether from tobacco or coal—and 
an expensive device has been adopted to 
prevent any smoke issuing from the eleo- 
trical station. This consists of a tunnel 
into which the engine flues are run and the 
tunnel is carried right up to a point behind 
the castle, where the house flues joint it, so 
that the smoke issues from what appears 
to be one of the towers of the castle. There 
is no smoking-room, so-called, in the cas- 
tle, but there is a luxuriously appointed 
gunroom which answers the purpose. 


The laird’s day at Skibo is one of placid 
enjoyment and rest. In the morning at 7 
his piper, attired in full Highland costume, 
plays on the terrace under his bedroom 
window. It is not given even to a Scotch- 
man to sleep when the pipes begin to skirl, 
and the laird is most effectually awakened 
by his native music. He breakfasts at 
about 8, then there is business to be at- 
tended to with his secretary and factor. 

As might be imagined, Mr. Carnegie’s cor- 
respondence ig large and varied. But the 
number of letters that are permitte@ to 
come under his own eyes is small and se- 
lect. His mail, when on holiday, comprises 
anything between 150 and 200 letters, about 
8) per cent of which consist of claims of 
all conceivable—and many inconcelvable— 
kinds on his purse. 

The strangest missives are daily among 
them. Attractive-looking young ladies send 
their photographs, with a modest demand 
for a wedding dowry; often a proud mother 
sends a photograph of her only child, a 
daughter of exactly the same age as Mr. 
Carnegie’s little one, with the suggestion 
that the coincidence is worth at least 
$10,000. Steel kings in embryo need the help 
that Mr. Carnegie himself did not have 
when starting on his career. In short, his 
mail bag is the chosen dumping ground for 
all the inventors, cranks, fanatics, fools 
and knaves of the universe. But he never 
knows of a fiftieth part of these letters. 

Mr. Carnegie’s great enjoyment at Skibo 
is playing golf. He has an excellent course 
of nine holes laid out close to the shore, 
and a prettily arranged golf house where 
Mrs. Carnegie, who does not golf, sits and 
dispenses tea. 


The laird never shoots, though his estate 
teems with game, Including deer. The mere 
shooting and fishing rights bring in over 
$10,000 a year. Nor do the salmon that swarm 
in the rivers attract him. But he delights in 
the milder sport of trout-fishing, and partly 
on that account, partly to provide a summer 
house at a higher altitude in the warmest 
time of the year, he is building another 
house 1000 feet up in the hills, about 15 miles 
from Skibo, where he is in the midst of 
some splendid trout lochs—still in his own 
domain. 

An idea may be gained of the extent of 
the improvements Mr. Carnegie is carrying 
out from one example. The River Evelix, 
a noted trout and salmon fishing stream, 
flows in front of the castle—about a mile 
away—just before it enters the firth. At 
its mouth there was an estuary, about a 
quarter of a mile wide, which at low tide 
was almost empty. Mr. Carnegie has con- 
Structed an embankment six feet above 
high water and about 30 feet broad across 
the estuary, creating a loch of about a hun- 
dred acres for the salmon. A photograph 
shows the salmon pass from the loch into 
the firth, and the bridge leading to the golf 
course on which the golf house stands. 

The estate is intersected everywhere by 
beautiful rivers and leaping mountain 
streams, or burns, as the Scots call them, 
and there is some of the finest salmon fish- 
ing in Scotland on the Shin. Within five 
minutes’ walk of the castle there are trout 
lochs where enough trout can be caught in 
an hour for a luncheon or dinner party, so 
that the fish are transferred almost straight 
from the water to the kitchen. 


The laird ts also fond of walking, and 
eight or ten miles of walks—as distinct 
from roads—have been cut through some 
of the prettiest parts of the estate. Then 
he drives almost daily, preferring an Amer- 
lean three-seated buckboard, which ls a 
strange object in this part of the world. 
His driving is characteristic. He goes 
along all the time at a fast trot; up hill 
and down dale he never slackens rein. and 
it takes the best of horses to satisfy him 
in pace and stamina. Upward of 30 horses 
and a dozen different kinds of carriages, 
from his four-in-hand coach on which he 
made the famous driving tour through 
Scotland and England to the donkey car- 
riage in which his little daughter takes 
hey outing, stand in the stables. 

Mrs. Carnegie is as deeply interested as 
her husband in Skibo and its fortunes. 
She takes the keenest delight in the life 
there and heartily seconds the laird in his 
enterprises. The model dairy farm and the 
poultry farm are her especial care, and 
are both turning out successful. 

She gives personal donations—invariably 
in excess of what she promises—to the 
libraries with which Mr. Carnegie ts stud. 
ding the villages on his estate. At Christ- 
mas every child gets a toy, their mothers 
and grown-up sisters receive useful gifts, 
while every crofter gets a ton of coal. 
In summer all the children are entertained 
at a picnic In the castle grounds. 

The tenants, indeed, are never out of 
Mrs. Carnegie’s mind, and all through the 
winter she is in correspondence with Mrs. 
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Hardie, the factor's clever wife, planning 
schemes for their benefit. 

From what the Sunday Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent learned along the countryside 
the preceding landlords of Skibo had little 
money to spare. They were, by force of cir- 
cumstances, mere rent-gatherers. Mr. Car- 
negie puts all the income obtained from the 
estate into it again in improvements for the 
benefit of the tenants. But this represents 
only a small part of his outlay on the prop- 
erty. His weekly wages list ranges from 
$7500. to $10,000. He has not only given con- 
stant employment to all the laborers within 
working distance of Skibo Castle, but the 
hardy coast fishermen, who heretofore for 
generations won a precarious living from 
the North Sea, have settled down for the 
first time in their lives to regular pay at 
the castle works. 

The crofter tenants as a rule in these 
parts have no parallel in point of the small- 
ness of thetr holdings and the meagerness of 
their subsistence except in the poorest parts 
of Ireland. Their rents run down as low as 
$10 a vear. But Mr. Carnegie's crofters are 
well considered. Where Mr. Hardie recom- 
mends improvement of the crofts of hard- 
working, thrifty tenants they are, as a mat- 
ter of course, carried out. There are cases 
in which 10 and 12 times the rent has been 
spent in reroofing or rebuilding a cottage. 
Facilities are given them for restocking thelr 
holdings with cattle of good grade, farm 
buildings have been put up where they had 
no shelter for their cattle or their produce, 
and their crofts are fenced to preserve them 
from deer or stray cattle. 

Whenever a lease falls in the new rent 
is fixed by arbitration—one arbitrator being 
appointed by the landlord, the other by (the 
tenant. This applies to all the tenancies, 
big and small, and they range from $10 to 
$1500 a year. Assistance is always given 
with discrimination. Mr. Carnegie has an 
acute sense of responsibility in dispensing 
his money, and his object is to make the 
lives of his tenants more comfortable with- 
out diminishing their sturdy independence 
and energy. 


He is buying up and closing all the public 
houses on his estate. With 3800 or 400 arti- 
Sans of all kinds working at the castle, 
it can easily be imagined that this dra- 
conic proceeding was at first resented. But 
the men soon realized its benefit, and they 
are all better off than if they had a public 


house to pass their evenings in. They oc- 
cupy themselves in the winter at the read- 
ing room Mr. Carnegie has provided for 
them, where they play games of various 
kinds, and in the summer they have cricket 
and other pastimes to fill in their spare 
time. 

The transformation effected is enormous. 
Contentment, as far as it is humanly pos- 
sible, reigns under Mr. Carnegie’s sway, 
and the Scotch peasant, naturally a re- 
Served and hard-grained race—the result of 
centuries of hard-fought battles with na- 
ture on one side and grasping landlords on 
the other—grows enthusiastic in his devo- 
tion to ‘the laird,” as they affectionately 
term him. 

There are estates in Scotland and in Eng- 
land worth a vastly greater rental than 
Mr. Carnegie’s, but there is none which Is 
managed with so exclusive an eye to the 
good of the tenant. 

Mr. Carnegie takes special pleasure in 
the knowledge that, except for such things 
as wines and groceries, he {s independent 
of the outside world. The estate produces 
fish, flesh, fowl and game, as well as milk, 
butter, cegs and vegetables. The eggs 
accumulated from the poultry farm during 
the winter number some £00 dozen, and 
these are stored in lime-water, which keeps 
them fresh for summer use. 

While Mr. Carnegie is at the castle, he 
has a constant succession of guests, and 
when it is completed his parties will be 
larger than heretofore. The choice of 
amusements is unique. There is shooting, 
fishing. driving, riding, golfing, yachting, 
sailing and bathing out of doors, while in- 
dours a fine library, billiard-room, a marbie 
swimming pool of sea water and a gymnas- 
lum are some of the ways in which he 
provides for the entertainment of his 
guests. 

Every time Mr. Carnegie makes the jour- 
ney to Skibo he passes through Dumferm- 
line, his native town. It is a thriving place 
of 23,000 inhabitants, about 20 miles north of 
Edinburgh, not far across the Firth of 
Forth. There for many centuries’ the 
Scotch kings had a palace and Robert the 
Bruce is buried In the abbey. ' 

Mr. Carnegie’s benefactions to Dumferm- 
line are many. Besides a stately public 
library he presented the town with fine pub- 
lic baths, and has been a generous sup- 
porter of all its institutions: The modest 
cottage in which he first saw the light, so

vividly in contrast with the pleasure house 
he has bullt up in Sutherlandshire, is care- 
fully preserved by him in its original con- 
dition. On the ground floor is the old weav- 
er’'s shop where his earliest work was 
done assisting his father, and overhead 
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were the two living rooms of the Carnegie 
family. 

In Dumfermline it is not an uncommon 
thing for struggling respectable families to 
blossom out into solid prosperity for no vis- 
ible commercial reason. Perhaps they build 
a substantial freehold house, perhaps a son 
is sent to Edinburgh to get a university 
training or a daughter goes abroad to fin- 
ish her cducation. All these phenomena, 
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when otherwise inexplicable, are placed te 
the account of Mr. Andrew Carnegie. From 
him nothing is ever heard of his personal 
benefactions,’ and the recipients are also 
bound to silence 

But it is to Skibo and the great work he ts 
accomplishing there that the millionaire’s 
heart turns. 

Skibo Castle stands on the site of the 
historic building of that name demolished In 
the eighteenth century. The old castle was 
originally the residence of the Bishops of 
Caithness and Sutherland. When the great 
Marquis of Montrose was taken at Assynt 
he was imprisoned for a time there, and 
thence was sent under escort to Edin- 
burgh, where he was executed. A molder- 
ing monument in the neighborhood marks 
the place where, in 1259, the Ear! of Suther. 
land defeated the invading Danes and Nor- 
wegians and drove the survivors to their 
ships. 

Absolute restfulness, a sacred calm, is 
its dominant note: On a fine day the bold, 
deeply indented coast line, the silver sea, 
the noble forests, the vast expanses of 
heather-covered hills, the many mountain 
streams, all bathed in the sunshine and 
the soft, faint, purple atmosphere that the 
sun brings with it in these latitudes, com- 
bine to present to the eye an enthralling 
feast of form and color. It is indeed an 
earthly paradise.

HE Helladotherium, who was believed 
to have died 200,000 years ago, has 
been found alive and well in the 

wilds of South Africa. This strange animal 
was a native of ancient Greece and the 
Island of Samos during the pliocene period 
which immediately preceded the glacial pe- 
riod, 

It was supposed that when 
crush of ice came down from the north and 
crowded all living things off the major por- 
tion of the earth the Helladotherium went 


to join the silent majority. French and 
German scientists found his bones near 
Athens and took them home. When they 
had restored the beast they found that he 
looked very like a giraffe, except that his 
neck was a trifle shorter. 

Sir Harry Johnston, who was recently 
sent by the British to superintend the pro- 
tectorate of East Africa, found animals 
exactly answering the description of the 
Helladotherium in the interior of the prov- 
ince of Uganda. 

He has sent two skulls and one skin to 
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the British museum. The animal is known 
to African natives as the okapl. 

The cheeks of the rather large head are 
yellowish white, and the tapering muzzie 
is blackish brown. The forehead is a most 
vivid red, narrowing down into a thin 
black line continued along the ridge of the 
nose to the nostrils. The long asslike ears 
are of a deep reddish brown, with silky 
black fringes. The neck, shoulders, stomach 
and back are a deep reddish brown, which 
in parts has almost a crimson tinge, and 
in others becomes blackish. The hindquar- 
ters and hind legs, down to the hocks, and 
the front legs from the elbow to the wrist 
joint are boldly striped in purplish black 
and white, the white having here and there 
faint touches of orange. The hind legs 
from the hock downward are of a creamy 
color. The front legs are also cream col- 
or, but a bold black line runs down the 
front of the leg in an oblique manner. The 
fetliocks of all four feet are black and 
cream color. The tail is bright reddish 
brown, with a black tuft at the end. 


There are no horns, but it may be seen 
from the skulls that far back in its his- 
tory this creature possessed three horn, 
cores similar to those of the giraffe, byt 
by long disuse these horn cores have de- 
generated into rounded bumps on the skull, 
two of them being situated a little above 
the eyes, and one at the beginning of the 
nasal bones. 

On the skin, just above the two bigger 
bumps, are two tiny and comical little 
twists of hair, which represent all that re- 
mains outwardly of horns or horn cores. 
The animal stands slightly higher at the 


withers than at the hindquarters, but its 
neck is not proportionately longer than that 
of a horse. The head is rather large in 
proportion to the body, and in outline 
slightly resembles the head of a tapir. The 
nostrils are two long slits, completely cov- 
ered with hair, and resembling the nostrils 
of a giraffe. The lips apparently taper to 
a point. There are, of course, no front teeth 
in the upper jaw, as the animal is a true 
ruminant. The front teeth in the lower jaw 
are so small and feeble as to suggest the 
idea that the creature, like the giraffe, 
must possess a prehensile tongue for fur- 
nishing food for the molar teeth to grind. 
If this is not the case, then the rather 
long and prehensile lips secure most of the 
animal's nutriment, which consists of 
leaves. 

The build of the animal is rather heavy 
in the case of the male. The female is said 
to be much more lightly bullt, and her skull 
is considerably smaller than that of the 
male. It is not yet known whether any 
difference of coloration exists between the 
male and female; the native say that they 
differ only in size. The same authorities 
state that the creature is found only In the 
densest parts of the forest and that it goes 
about in pairs of male and female. It 
would seem to be quite inoffensive and very 
easily killed. It is ordinarily captured in 
pitfalis, and from what Sir Harry John- 
ston ascertained on the spot its extinction 
is being rapidly carried out by the natives 
of the Congo Free State. Its flesh is said 
to be excellent eating, and there is no rea- 
son why an attempt should not be made to 
domesticate it. \ 

At the present time the known habitat of 
the okapi (as this animal is called by the 
natives) consist of the forests of the Iturt 
and the western banks of the Semliki in 
the Congo Free State, and the adjoining 
district of Mboga in the Uganda Protector- 
ate. 
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novel way of obtaining clothing. 
They gather moths and carefully 
keep them through the fall season. A 
traveler who observed them says that when 
the moths laid the eggs the natives carried 
them in great quantities in belts around 
their bodies, thus giving the eggs the 
body heat. At the end of winter the eges 
were hatched and the result Was an army 
of caterpillars. These were trained to 
crawl over the naked bodies of the na- 
tives. This was their home. They knew 
no other, and seemed quite contented. 
During eight weeks the savage is covered 
with these yellow crawlers. It wouid 
seem that thousands of creeping caterpil- 
lars over one’s body from head to foot 
would tickle ane to death. Certainly, 4 
white man wou!d find it unbearable, but Ic 
must be remembered these natives of Bra- 
zil are scarcely human. To them it is in- 
tensely interesting to train these worms 
in the way they should go. Small bits of 
leaves are stuck on the bodies of the na- 
tives in regular rows, and round and round 
the worms go, feeding on the way. The 
natives: help each other in the placing of 
the bits of leaves and in confining the 
worms to certain localities on the body. 
These caterpillar-covered ‘‘niggers,’’ as 
Dr. F. A. Marsh, a noted naturalist, 
called them, sleep on their backs at night 
and are careful not to turn over in their 
sleep. That would be a sad calamity. 
When we came to their village there were 
10 Indians, men and women, in the act of 
raising silk caterpillars by this unique 
process. They were a sight to chill the 
blood. I know the blood stopped flowing 
in my veins. I stood still and shuddered. 
Yet there was a fascination about it, for 
I had been told what the object of it was 
and I admired the savage Ingenuity.

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After the worms have become dizzy with 
playing the ‘“‘merry-go-round” on the bodies 
of the Bavage they quit eating and com- 
mence spinning the outer covering for the 
cocoons. When this labor is done the nat- 
ural process of silk-making is interfered 
with. The savage had found out that when 
the cocoons were finished they would buret. 
or the worms would eat thelr way out. in 
either case the silk was destroyed, So the 
worms are prevented from making the co- 
coon. Instead the fiber for the outer COV. 
ering !s destroyed and the poor caterpillars 
stop in perplexity. But they doubtless con- 
clude the savages are right, and the worms 
are in debt to them for eight weeks of feed- 
ing, so they start soon to the spinning of 
the- silk. 


The natives aro now. in ecstacy. They 
make the worms hustle around them as 
they have been taught during all their lit- 
tle lives and spin silk. Roung and round 
crawl the worms, each one spinning 
one to four thousand yards of silk thread 
around the swarthy savage neck, around 
each arm, around the chest and abdomen 
and the lower limbs. The work of the worm 
is over. 


And the result is a remarkable transfor- 
mation! From a nude savage figure, loath- 
some and repulsive, with thousands of yel- 
low worms crawling, twisting, writhing, 
squirming, to a conquering, proud native 
of Braail, clothed In a perfectly fitting gar- 
ment of rich silk. He has tolled not, neither 
has he spinned—he has only bossed the 
job—yet is he like the lilies of the field. 
What a feeling of supremacy he must have, 
He has interfered successfully with a. di- 
vine plan. He has turned aside the course 
of nature and stands erect, In his own 
mind, at least, a man to be greatly ad- 
mired.

4900 working people struck in this 
city that has been called the ‘‘model 
industrial city of the world.” 

Persons interested in the labor problem 
have regarded Dayton as a place where 
the employers and employes thoroughly ute 
derstood each other and worked together} 
where there could be no such thing as 
hot-headed quarreling and strikes or locies 
outs. And yet there is not another big 
strike in the country today which had its 
origin in such a little thing as that ag 
Dayton—the competency of four men. 

The Dayton strike affects several indus 
tries. It began in the plant of the Nation. 
al Cash Register Co. May 4, and has now 
spread until 1500 employes of other cone 
cerns, in addition to the employes at the 
register factories, have left work. It tg 
feared that still further workers in the 
city will walk out and that Dayton will 
be plunged in industrial] paralysis. Nearly 
19,000 employes, men and women, are idia 
The first of May four molders in the rege 
ister plant were discharged. They ha@ 
been leaders tn untonism among the men 
They complained that they had been dise 
charged because of their agitation of une 
lonism and called upon the employes of the 
plant to champion them, which the worke 
ers did, going out in the different departe 
ments until the whole plant was idle. 


There would be little of exceptional Intere 
est in such proceedings in almost any othep 
city than Dayton. The industrial worl4 
rather looked to Dayton to take the lea@ 
in solving the labor problem. Many peopla 
indeed, believed Dayton had solved it. Daye 
ton workers made good wages. They were oR 
friendly terms with their employers. They 
enjoyed privileges and comforts enjoyed by 
no other considerable body of employes ia 
the world. They were furnished with suite 
able clothing in which to work. They were 
given a good midday lunch at the expense 
of their employers. They had libraries, rest 
rooms, planos, lectures—al! given them by 
their employers. They were encouraged to 
make their homes beauti!ful. Sunday-schoolg 
were organized among them. They had any 
number of literary and scientific societies, 
fine kindergartens and many other things, 
all of these secured to them through the 
efforts of the men for whom they worked, 

This was the Dayton of three weeks ago, 
Now it is another place. The big factories 
are closed. The soctety, educational an@ 
scientific work is abandoned. The rich 
manufacturers of the city are no longer 
offering cash prizes to the worker who will 
secure the best results in making his home 
beautiful and making the street pretty bee 
fore his home. There are no more of the free 
lectures. There are no more pay-daysa, 
which placed in circulation !n Dayton ag 
much as $30,000 every Friday with the eme 
ployes of the cash register concern alona 

The Dayton factories are not operating 
because the manufacturers will not permi¢ 
the employes to say to them: 

“You must employ this man, whether you 
like him or no.” 

The cash register people do not want te 
give employment to the four molders whe 
were discharged. The foreman of the mola 
room says they are incompetent. The men 
say that they are competent, but that they 
advocated unionism, which their employers 
did not like. The workers of Dayten say 
to their employers, ‘‘Take them back or we 
will not work."”’ The manufacturers answer, 
“We will not take them back.”’ 


And here they hitch. The manufacturers 
say they have been willing from the first te 
submit the dispute to arbitration. The 
workers say there can be no arbitration 
which does not insure the reinstatement of 


“\.Lhe four molders who were discharged, be- 


calure, as the workers believe, they were 
agitators of organized labor. For three 
weeks now the opposing sides have been idle 
without attempting to make a settlement 
The famed model industrial city ts in dise 
tress. Some of the millionaire manufacture 
ers are understood to have said that be 
fore they will yield the point in dispute 
they will take their families to Europe and 
permit the factories at Dayton to remain 
inactive for any length of time necessary 
for them to gain their point. 

The president of the industrial concern 
in which the trouble at Dayton began is 
John H. Patterson. Mr. Patterson has a 
reputation In the United Statés and Bue 
rope as a successful employer of labor. He 
has built up a big manufacturing business 
and has made money without being stingy 
with his employes. There is no complaint 
about wages. Dayton workers are excep- 
tlonally well paid. There is no complaint 
about hours. Then men get ten hours’ pay 
for nine and one-half hours of work, and 
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furnished sleeves and aprons f 

ers, all laundered at the company's expense, 
He had John C. Olmstead, who dasigned the 
landscape gardening at the Ch 

lumbian Exposition and the grounds at 
the Vanderbilt country place, Biltmore, 
come to Dayton and make the grounds 
around the register factory a marvel of 
landscape gardening. He expended great 
portions of his fortune securing to his eme- 
ployes physical, mental and _ spiritual 
strength. He established kindergartens for 
the children of his employes. He gave the 
people schools in which they studied the 
Rible, sewing, cooking, gardening, meé- 
chanics and useful arts. His every en- 
deavor to do something for the workers of 
Dayton was a success, and they got along 
famously together, feeling they understood 
each other and could never fall out. 

Now there are people who wonder ff it 
was all for naught. For Mr. Patterson's 
big manufactory is closed. Its machinery is 
olled and covered, and the front gate of the 
yards bears this notice:

A very little thing has precipitated 
an ugly quarrel between Mr. Patterson and 
his workers, and neither, for all the exz-

ge ewe the simple facts In the Dayton 
strike and lockout. It is alla disappvint- 
ment. Philanthropists everywhere regard 

Dayton as the one place in the United 
States where the relations of capital and 
inbor were secure. They thought Mr. Pat- 
terson and his workers could weather any 
storm. They looked to Dayton to set & 
good example. Students of industrial con- 
ditions and problems came even from Eu- 
rope to visit Dayton. When they saw what 
Mr. Patterson's company had done for its 
workers and what a happy and contented 
lot was that of the Dayton working man 
and woman, they went away in earnest ad- 
iniration and declaring that Dayton, and 
Dayton alone, of all cities, enjoyed the per- 
fect industrial state. Jt seemed to these 
people that when a dispute should arise at

In behalf of Anderson, whose crime was 
the shooting of a man named Fd Horton 
4uring @ quarre! over a mine. stand ranged 
United States Senator Pritchard, a broth- 
er-in-law of Anderson; Judge A. C. Avery, 
who trie’ the famous murder case; five of 
the jurors who rendered the verdict; the 
majority of the voters of the Ninth con- 
groessional district and many Republicans 
and: hon-partisans throughout the state.

With renewed ferocity, the des- 
perate Ray again attacked his opponent.
